there more dollars than many tourists do. Nevertheless they do not enjoy any 
rights and are wasting their time. Their sojourn in Great Britain has become 
charity for the British but unfortunately a very expensive and unprofitable

to me that everything is now up to me I am asking you to undertake something.

1. tororol tines during the past few nonths Dr. Poppa, who la 
bow a contact of thio Qfflea under exploitation vdth continuing ra- 
tal raaont a, haa aakod for oar adriee and aid In bringing hie none to 
thin country. Upon and) oecaalon, ha loforaad us that US Oerer a as a t 
representatlreo had proalaad to affoet tba entry of hie ooaa, SI chelae 
and Valery Poppa (Korea) aa expedltloaaly aa possible. Xa order to 
clarify the exact nature of these proalaea, and to ascertain whether 
or not they constitute a eoaaltaant, we asked Hr. Poppa to write aa 
aeeoaat of all otatoaeBte aade to hla, both la Geraany and la the US, 
concerning thla eubjeet. Attached la a copy of Hr. Poppa* a aeeoaat, 
from which wo Infer interest la the eaae ea the part of year Office. 

2. this Office feels that the a tataaanta aade to Dr. Poppa While 
he was la Oeraaay place the US O oeer aa ent under ja canal taeat to bring 
hie sons to the US with as little delay aa possible. Presuaably it 
will entail considerable effort on the part of the General Coon eel's 
Office to effect the sons' entry with any speed, 1 since they will hare 
to bo reinstated as Displaced Persons lanedletely. V* hare aade In- 
quiries as to other aethode of bringing then to jib* VS, bat the only 
practical eolation appears to be their laaadlate rOlaef ateaeat with 
CIA aesletaaea as Displaced Per son e wader HO Jurledlctlea la Oeraaay 
and eobsequent entry into the VS mnder the DP Act. 

8. V# bell era that the effort* necessarily entailed In bringing 
the boys to tho VS la Justified, prlaarlly be cease of the ntetenente 
aade to Dr. Poppe la Qeraany, and secondarily because Dr. Poppa's 
rains aa a continuing contact will bo 1 anal red by f el lore on oar part 
to fwlflll what he consider* aa official eoaaltaant to hla by officials 
af the VS Ooeer aa ent. fhie le aeida frea any possible offset oa tho 
overall interests of the Defector Prograa wbich aight result frea 
failure to act la tha ooaa. 



4. tha General Counsel's Office will not, undor established pro- 
cedures. taka aetlen in this cate unless provided with etateaente af 
Interest end reeoaaendatlon fro* all the parties concerned. Since tlas 
la af the oseeaee la affecting the entry of Dr. jpoppe'o anas to tha VS, 
wa would appreciate a proapt expression af your concurrence with thla 
Dirlsion la raeonaandlng to the Office of the General Couaefl that 
appropriate action be initiated. 
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
